On or before January 15, 2015, the Secretary of Natural Resources, after 5 

consultation with the Joint Fiscal Office, the Secretary of Agriculture, Food 6 

and Markets, and the Secretary of Transportation, shall submit to the Senate 7 

and House Committees on Natural Resources and Energy, the House 8 

Committee on Fish, Wildlife and Water Resources, the House Committee on 9 

Ways and Means, the Senate Committee on Finance, and the Senate and House 10 

Committees on Appropriations a report that provides recommendations for 11 

establishing financing mechanisms for the requirements of this act and other 12 

State actions to improve the quality of State waters.  The report shall include: 13 

(1)  a summary of the anticipated costs for each agency to implement the 14 

requirements of this act; 15 

(2)  a recommendation for a financing mechanism that assesses property 16 

owners in the State based on the property’s impact on water quality; 17 

(3)  at least two alternative financing mechanisms in addition to the 18 

recommendation under subdivision (2); 19 

(4)  a summary of how each recommended financing mechanism would 20 

be implemented, including administration and enforcement; and 21 
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(5)  an estimated amount of revenue that each recommended financing 1 

proposal would generate. 2
